WHEN DID YOU START MAKING TRAX? 

The first tune l did was at the beginning of 1990, it was called 
'Dance Tones' by 'Hypersonic' and it got pretty big on the pirates. 
It was co-written with Andre who went on to set up D*Zone 
Records. 

HOW MANY HAVE YOU PRESSED TO DATE? 

IVe released 7 tracks of my own and done bits of production on 
others peoples stuff plus a few remixes. Of my own material I've 
probably sold about 40,000 across the titles as singles. There 
was a tong gap between singles last year because I just didn't 
have time to record my own stuff. 

WHAT GOT YOU INTO THE SCENE? 

Well I've always been a record collector, then after leaving 
school and wording in a record store I decided to open my own 
shop (Boogie Times in Romford) This was in '89 and there was 
such a strong vibe in the area it would have been difficult not to 
get involved, but it was also about the time when break beats 
were starting to get used, so as my first love is Hip Hop it made it 
more acceptable to me. 

HOW DO YOU GET INSPIRATION TO MAKE RECORDS? 

Your inspiration comes from this going on around you. Like at the 
moment there's loadsa things pissing me off so I find it difficult 
writing happy stuff, and when I made 'Hardcore will Never Die' it 
was like a reaction against the shitty music press at the time that 
try to run the scene down. 

HAVE YOU EVER EXPERIMENTED WITH ANY OTHER 
STYLES OF MUSIC? 

I try to experiment with everything I do, I've just completed a 
reggae track (not ragga house) with a friend who's an MC. It'll 
probably go on the back of the new Q-Bass. Also I produced a 
couple of demos for Rachel Wallace in a Hip Hop style and I 
done a techno mix on DJ Rap + Astons Tune. 

HOW DO YOU SEE THE FUTURE OF DANCE MUSIC? 

I don't like to predict the future and 1 dont really mind where it 


goes as tong as I still enjoy it I'll still be involved. 

HAVE YOU EVER DONE ANY LIVE PAS, IF SO ANY 
ABROAD? 

Yeah I've done quite a few PAs including a small club tour of 
America with the rest of the crew. But really I dont get as much 
time as I would like because I have to run the label. 

WHAT DO YOU THINK OF THE SCENE OUT OF THE U.K.? 


The scene abroad is really strong. Like in America they know so 
much about the label and the U.K. scene ifs unbelievable, and 
break beat is getting really strong in Europe too and a few of the 
artists on the label go out there for PAs, but like I said I dont get

DJ Hype is always original, I love the stuff DJ SS is doing. Mike 
James my engineer who has worked on all recent projects with 
me. And my favourite track from earlier this year is 'D' Livin' - 
Why', but I don't think IVe heard anything else of theirs.

HOW DID IT ALL START? 

Just as a laugh really, we were going out arxi hearing tunes that 
we liked so we just bought a few then we started buying others 
that we weren’t hearing out and thinking boy this one really 
should be getting played. Then we played a couple of sets in 
certain places and it just went on from there really. 

HOW DID TOP BUZZ ITSELF START? 

Patrick was originally a DJ and there was 3 of us but it just 
wasn't working, Pat knew the mic was his cause he wasn't too 
fluent on the decks. 

WAS YOU WORKING SEPARA TELY BEFORE TOP BUZZ 
WAS FORMED? 

No all three of us started together (and there wasn't a forth 
either). 

WHA T WAS YOUR ORIGINAL AIM WHEN YOU FIRST 
STARTED? 

The main ambition was to play at a big rave, that was the one at 
the time. They weren’t happening at that time everything had 
stopped for a while, it was that little dry season at the end of 

'89-90. 

IT WAS STARTING TO GOA BIT COMMERCIAL AT THAT 
TIME? 

Yeah, when people started obtaining licenses that's when it 
started getting commercial cause they were treating it more like 
a business. When everyone was just rushing to a party and 
they were avoiding police and you'd get through X amount of 
roadblocks and you'd be in there and get the smell of the place 
through your nostrils and you'd just say, 'Yes, we're in here 
man this is happening right now,' But we wasn't playing at them 
times we were just punters and we were out there checking out 
whafs going down. 

WHAT WAS THE FIRST BIG BREAK THAT GOT YOU ONTO 
THE SCENE? 

Amnesia at Skyblue Connection in Coventry in late '89. 

DO YOU THINK ITS BEEN EASIER AS AN ACT TO FIND 
THE RISE UP THE LADDER AS OPPOSED TO BEING JUST 
ADJ? 

I thing the MCing helped us at first cause it gave people 
something to relate to rather than just music and it's just grown 
from there really. 

DO YOU GET YOUR WORK THROUGH AN AGENCY? 

Yes, Maxine Bradshaw at 24-7. 

DO YOU FIND THAT EASIER THAN DOING IT YOURSELF? 
Yeah, you get bogged down and it's harder getting money from 
the promoters. 
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YOU MADE THE WIN'IN DARKNESS' TRACK LAST 
YEAR, WOULD YOU UKE TO GET INTO THE PRODUCTION 
SIDEMORE? 

Yeah, I love DJing. I dont want to stop DJing but production is 
definitely something for the future. 


WHA TSTYLE OF TUNE DO YOU THINK IS GOING TO BE 
ABOUT NEXT? 


Just some dance business, what kind we don't know yet but I 
think as a producer, you've got to show people you're not a one 
music person, you know your music inside out, 
good music whatever it is.

WHA TDO YOU THINK OF THE MUSIC THA TS ON THE 
STREET A T THE MOMENT? 

There's some ruff tunes out there, certain labels out there are 
holding it down. I rate labels like Basement, Reinforced, Moving 
Shadow, and there's a couple of others, they’re the ones who 
are keeping things at a nice pace. As this music develops 
further the vocals and that will be used a lot more and it will 
actually be taken as serious music rather than just an overnight 
thing. The music's getting better and better and the people are 
understanding it more. 


WHEREABOUTS IN THE COUNTRY DO YOU PREFER 
PLA YING? 

Anywhere so long as it's tearing. 

DO YOU THINK THERESA BETTER VIBE IN ANY CERTAIN 
PARTS? 

There's a good vibe everywhere it just depends on who's 
putting on the promotion and what kind of people they are 
getting in there. 

WHAT DO YOU THINK MAKES A GOOD PROMOTER? 
Honesty is the main thing, not just piling 5,000 people into a 
2,000 venue and they dont give a fuck how anyone's going to 
get out in a fire and people start dying of heat exhaustion. That 
happened and we ended up piaying for charity for the geezers 
brother that died, we went all the way to Nottingham on a week 
night and they just loved us and the promoter didn't do fuck all 
he just put out tapes and sold them and grassed up the owners 
of the venue by saying that they sold excess tickets when it was 
him. He just wanted to rip off the money, he didn't give a shit 
about anyone's safety, because if there was a fire in there we 
would have been the last ones out cause it was so packed, 
even the DJ bit was crammed the place was chocka and all the 
geezer was thinking about was money, people were 
uncomfortable in there. People like that need to be stopped 
doing anything else when they are endangering human lives 
and all that shit. 

WASN7 THERE AN EPISODE OF LONDONS BURNING' 
THAT WAS ABOUT A TOO CRAMMED RAVE? 

You've got to be careful because you've got to realise there's a 
lot of peoples kids going in there and also they shouldn't be 
allowed in if they look underage either. 
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WHAT PROMOTERS DO YOU THINK ARE DOING A GOOD JOB 
AT THE MOMENT? 

f think the Edge are trying hard, Amnesia, Dance Trance, Obsession. 
There's loads I cant remember but there's a lot of good ones who 
should keep up the work but the greedy ones should just ease off. 
They’re the ones that killed it all last year, things were flowing nicely 
but they commercialised it all up too much, 30,000 people and all 
that That’s some joke business, how can you feel comfortable with 
all those people around. 

HA VE YOU EVER PLA YED ABROAD? 

Yeah, we've played in Canada, and Australia is in November and a 
few other places are coming on but nothing solid yet. 


WHATS THE SCENE LIKE OVER THERE? 

Well Canada was alright, they're into dance music as a whole, but 
our kind of music appealed to them when we was over there. There 
was JJ Frost, Ellis D, Krome and I think that was it, we were just 
flinging down some tunes and they said they had never heard so 
much of that kind of music on the trot. Australia's supposed to be 
kickin and apparently they bootlegged our tune out there and sold 
thousands - this is what we hear. 

WOULD YOU PREFER TO PLAY MORE ABROAD? 
t would like to travel and see things but I like it here this is where ifs 
happening this is the best scene in the world and also the best colour 
mixture. People said that if you took the drugs out of raving the 
people would fight but thafs just rubbish people are there because 
they are friends colour and that don't matter at the end of the day 
you’re just there playing the music and people are there to listen. 

WHA TPLANS HA VE YOU GOT THIS YEAR? 

Well new years eve I know we're gonna be over here, just really to 
try and last it I suppose. 

WHAT PRODUCERS DO YOU RATE AT THE MOMENT? 

They know who they are. 

WHAT CLUBS DO YOU UKE PLAYING AT? 

There's loads - Quest in Wolverhampton, The Edge (tearin club), and 
Sterns to mention a few.

THE GR ID TEXAS COWBOYS', High energy style house with 
SMITH + WESSON appeal, check the extra track called 'Cheerleader Song' and lastly LIONRO CK - 
'CARNIVAL' new mixes at this massive track just improves it all the way.

On to another Ep titled De-tune, there is a great 
electric feeling Acidy tune on this Ep titled disabused and another good one with more of an acidity feel: misantrrophist, the next ones a 
ztracker titled rising high collective the remix if you liked the first one you'll like this one, if not don't bother. Next up is a white label titled 
new London school of electronics, voices of the rain forest, RSN 63, This is good listening if you like your ambient acide. Next another white 
label titled KIBY modem days myths, this is a very outer limits style six track techno Ep (RSN 64).Now on the uk side of rising nigh hart 
house UK another white label, entitled hart UK 15 pulse at the new piace this has 3 tracks of which 2 are in different styles of stompy floaty 
techno. Next up on the hard house we have Jiri Ceiver multiplex textures 1 with a great acid track on side A which is a staggering 61\2 mins 
long titled multiplex and on B side 3 others rather obscurer tracks. Up next RSN 69, white label from rising high, titled minimalistic source 
good 4 tracker with 2 versions of the ssame track, which is a very good stompy well made techno tune lovers. Up next another stamper from 
rising high RSN 68 another 3 tracker entitled Eden house, never mind, which is another well built acid stamper with an excellent feel to it, 
next also from Rising high, 4 voices external spirit RSN 67 another superb 4 tracker with a selection of different variety of tracks ranging 
from dreamer side of techno and to the more mind picking acidy side - up next on a great newish label called sapho on a sapho trip Volume 
1, with some very original break beat style techno, all the tracks on this 4 tracker are excellent this is a white label Sapho 23 (GET IT). Up 
next Scipho with other tracks such as polor, this has a very luny and strange track which doesn't even have a beat, but 2 tracks titled 
Escape go very deep and left out with some great strings (worth getting). Up next on kicking records the big deal by Stormin Norman a very 
good 3 tracker with tracks ranging from the stamper break beat style of techno to the deeper drifter style of techno on the Acid there is a 
track that Im not even going to describe if you buy techno, you'll know whats good for you, you'll buy this one. Fresh from the postbox is the 
very limited White LAbel from Freestyle Records by Obscurer Dimensions. This 5 trak EP is a different and original style of Techno with the 
title track - Another High, going from light to heavy breks. It has 4 other tracks 2 of which are different versions of the same tune which are 
on a very trancy wavelength. Subliminal Storm available from your better techno specialists. Up next on Rising High 70, a 5 track EP by 
Perry and Rhodan titled The Beat Just Goes Straight On and On. This EP is a cross between progressive and Techno which has to be 
listened to, so check it out. Last but not least with Association with Rising High - Hart House UK 17 titled Progressive Attack Volume 2. This 
has to be a bouncy progressive house track on one side, but on the other it has a very well built impact style of Techno, well worth checking 
out.
